H. Taft speaking to 4000 Stan- 
ford students and peninsular residents on 
the Stanford football field today, told 
them that judge-made law is tue £M»t- 
He was talking from notes on "World 
Relations" and advocating international 
courts. 
"The United States as a neutral," said 
the former President, 'is closer to this 
war than it ever has been to any war. 
As a neutral, it has a, right to be con- 
sulted by belligerent nations before out- 
rages are committed. 
"I think the war will last at least two 
years more, tut no one can tell. There 
is little chance that we will get into It." 
He presented his peace plan of inter- 
national courts and congresses and united 
defense of attacked countries.
